Missour ian Stabbed to Deatii In 
Chica2:o. 


TWO MEN IMPLICATED. 


Tlie Deceased 
Fo rmerly Liv ed 
at

W alter Koeller, a young man 
whose home is in Herm ann, Mo., 
and who recently graduated from 
college at Dixon, HI., was stabbed 
to death in his boarding house in 
Chicago list 
Saturday night by 
tw o men who eluded arrest. 
Young Koeller had been in C hi­ 
cago only a few weeks, having se- 
^ cured a position as bookkeeper for 
the Griffin car wheel works. 
Saturday he was overcome by 
the heat and retired to his room in 
his boarding house at 8 00 Fulton 
street. 
While he was lying down, 
tw o men called at the house and 
asked to see him. Mrs. Alexander, 
the landlady, refused to allow them 
to see him unless they first secured 
the permission of Koeller’s brother, 
who is station agent for the C hi­ 
cago and Northwestern railway. 
She said he was too ili to see 
anybody. 
The men 
went away 
and in thirty minutes returned, 
saying they had seen the brother, 
and that he had given them per­ 
mission to see the young man. 
Mrs 
Alexander admitted them 
and pointed out the door of Koel- 
ler’s room. 
The men knocked on 
the door, and, as Koeller opened 
it, one of them drove a knife into 
his breast, killing him almost in­ 
stantly. 
The men then ran from 
the house and escaped.

ed as to the cause of the murder is 
that the

were 
two

young men who objected to Koel- 
ler’s attentions to 
Miss 
Jessie 
Horn, of Shirley, 
111., whom he 
met at the college in Dixon. 
He had told his brother that two 
young men at the college had ob­ 
jected to him going with Miss 
Horn, although he never iniimated

that he stood in danger from them. 
The attire of the murderers, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Alexander, would 
intimate that they came from the 
country.
